OUTER SPACE COMITE- 

COMITE COMPLETED SESSION LATE JUNE 20 BY UNANIMOUSLY 
ADOPTING REPORT, WHICH, INTER ALIA, COMMENDS TWO DRAFT 
ARTICLES X AND X BIS REGARDING NATURAL RESOURCES OF MOON 
AND OTHER CELESTIAL BODIES, AS POSSIBLE BASIS FOR COMPROMISE 
ON NATURAL RESOURCES PROBLEM; EXPRESSES SATISFACTION WITH 
SET OF DBS PRINCIPLES DRAFTED BY LEGAL SUBCOMITE AND 
AGREES WORK SHOULD CONTINUE; AND AGREES LEGAL SUBCOMITE 
SHOULD CONTINUE ITS WORK ON DEFINITION OF OUTER SPACE. 

REPORT ALSO RECOMMENDS THAT GA TAKE FULL ACCOUNT OF COMITE'S 
DESIRE TO CONTINUE NEW YORK-GENEVA ROTATION OF MEETINGS, 

AND RECOMMENDS SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL SUBCOMITE MEET 
MARCH 22-APRIL 9 IN NEW YORK, LEGAL SUBCOMITE MAY 3-28 
IN GENEVA, AND FULL COMITE JUNE 28-JULY 9 IN NEW YORK. 

BY FAR GREATEST AMOUNT OF COMITE'S TIME WAS DEVOTED 
TO SUBJECT OF REMOTE SENSING. QUESTION WAS EVENTUALLY 
SENT TO SMALL INFORMAL WORKING GROUP WHERE BRAZILIAN 
REP CONTINUALLY BLOCKED EFFORTS AT COMPROMISE. MAN- 
DATE FOR LEGAL SUBCOMITE WAS EVENTUALLY AGREED WHICH 
REQUESTS SUBCOMITE TO CONTINUE ITS DETAILED LEGAL 
CONSIDERATION OF REMOTE SENSING, TAKING INTO ACCOUNT 
VIEWS OF VARIOUS STATES, AND TO PROCEED TO DRAFTING 
OF PRINCIPLES IN REGARD TO THOSE PARTICULAR AREAS WHERE 
COMMON ELEMENTS IN VIEWS OF STATES ARE IDENTIFIED. US 
INDICATED IT WAS NOT INTERESTED IN PREVENTING DRAFTING 
ALTOGETHER, BUT IN PREVENTING IRRESPONSIBLE DRAFTING WITHOUT 
REFERENCE TO SPECIFIED IMPLICATIONS. SOVIETS PLAYED 
RELATIVELY MODERATE ROLE, BUT FRENCH ARGUED FORCEFULLY 
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FOR DRAFTING TO BEGIN. 

INDIAN REP VELLODI INDICATED PRIVATELY TO USDEL AND 
OTHERS HE WOULD NOT BE RETURNING TO UN TO CONTINUE WORK ON 
DBS BECAUSE OF WHAT HE CALLED UNCONSTRUCTIVE AND TROUBLED 
ATMOSPHERE TOWARD PROGRESS DEVELOPING IN COMITE.

CHAIRMAN OF GROUP OF EXPERTS, KASSUM, PRESENTED 
EXPERTS' REPORT ON UN STRUCTURING JUNE 19. IN ADDITION 
TO DISCUSSING MAJOR RECOMMENDATIONS, HE PRINCIPAL POINTS 
INCLUDED: VARIATIONS ARE EXPECTED IN IMPLEMENTING PROPOSED 
GRAND DESIGN OVER NEXT FIVE YEARS; PROPOSED ROLES FOR GA 
AND ECOSOC ARE AMONG MOST IMPORTANT CONSIDERATIONS; 

MAJOR EMPHASIS ON LEADERSHIP ROLE OF UN ITSELF IN SYSTEM; 
PROPOSED SCIENCE ADVISER TO SYG INTENDED TO PROVIDE 
REQUIRED CLOSE COORDINATION THROUGHOUT SYSTEM ON SCIENCE 
ACTIVITIES: IMPLIED TRADE OFF BETWEEN REVISED IMF AND IBRD 
VOTING POWER AND PROPOSED CONCULTATIVE PROCEDURES FOR ECOSOC 
AND GA. HE SUGGESTED THAT BECAUSE OF SPECIAL SESSION'S 
HEAVY AGENDA THERE SHOULD BE COMITE OF WHOLE TO CONSIDER 
SIMULTANEOUSLY EXPERTS' RECOMMENDATIONS FOR RESTRUCTURING 
AND SPECIAL SESSION SHOULD ACCEPT REPORT IN PRINCIPLE WITH

DURING LIMITED DISCUSSION OF REPORT, SPEAKERS (IRELAND,

REPORT BUT INDICATED IT NEEDED TO BE STUDIED. MOST 
EXTENSIVE STATEMENT WAS BY NETHERLANDS DEL, WHO ENDORSED 
GENERAL OBJECTIVES AND VARIOUS OTHER PARAS BUT THEN 
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EXPRESSED VARYING DEGREES OF RESERVATIONS, AND SUGGESTED 
SPECIAL SESSION REAFFIRM NEED FOR UN RESTRUCTURING, 

ENDORSE AND ADOPT NUMBER OF RECOMMENDATIONS, AND SET 
IMPLEMENTATION PROCESS IN MOTION THROUGH ESTABLISHING 
WORKING GROUP AND COMITE. MEXICAN DEL, STILL STUDYING REPORT 
AND NOT READY TO STATE VIEWS, STRESSED THAT THEY INTERPRET 
PARA 6 AS REFERRING TO ALREADY ESTABLISHED NIEO AND CERDS. 
ALGERIAN DEL INDICATED G-77 SILENCE SHOULD NOT BE INTERPRETED
